| ER at Everglades now closed - 
board files for bankruptcy

Two weeks ago, Everglades Regional Medical 
Center in Pahokee stopped providing anything 
but emergency patient services. On Tuesday, the 
hospital closed its emergency room 

Hospital official Faye Brandenburg said the 
ambulance service is still operating, but anyone 
with an emergency should go to a nearby hospi- 
tal, not Everglades 

The closing of the 60 year old hospital comes 
after a lonj battle between the Palm Beach 
County Health Care District, which owns the 
hospital, and the private board that has operat- 
ed thé facility for for several years. The district 
cut off funding to the hospital last year after 
several lawsuits were filed by the private board 
over control of the facility. The hospital board 
filed for bankruptcy this week, citing debts of 
over $7 million

How do you get children to 
eat right? Some common-sense 
tips 


1. Set a good example. - 


Children learn by example. 
Parents are their first and best 
teachers. If they see you eating 
balanced meals, they are more 
likely to do it themselves. 

2. Don't buy junk food. If kids 
are hungry and there is no junk 
food in the house, they will eat 
something else. Offer choices 
such as fresh fruit, carrot 
Sticks, cheese and whole wheat 
crackers. If they beg for potato 
chips and you don't have any 
potato chips in the house, you 
can end that argument pretty 
easily.

T. Find creative ways to get 
them to try new foods. My 
daughter is a Dr. Seuss fan and 
has practically » memorized 
“Green Eggs and Нат."

“You don't like it, so you say. 
Try it, try it and you may. 'Iry it 
and you may I say!" This gener- 
ally results in a giggle and with 
her taking at least a small taste 
of the offered food. 

8. If they refuse to eat an 
offered food, don't make a big» 
deal out of it. Try to have 
enough variety on the table 
that missing one dish won't 
make a big difference. My six~ 
year-old has tried asparagus 
and didn't like it. I still put it 
on the table, but make sure $he 
has another green vegetable 
choice that night. As for the 
asparagus, if she says “no,” # 
simply reply, "Good. That 
leaves more -for me!" 
Occásionally, she'll try a small 
bite. One of these days, she 
may decide she likes it. Tastes 
change as kids get older." 

9. Try to serve fresh vegeta- 
bles. Many people who don't 
think they like certain foods 
have just never had them fresh 
or properly prepared." Anyone

(When 
shopping, avoid the thick

10. Sneak nutritious foods 
into appealing forms, For 
example, if you chop the veg- 
etables small enough, you can 
add almost anything to 
spaghetti sauce. Some of my 
favorites are squash, grated 
carrots and eggplant. Grated 
carrots can also be added to 
fruit muffins or spice cake. 

11. Let the kids help cook. 
Kids are more likely to eat 
something they helped prepare. 
This works well with young 
children who are thrilled to 
have the chance to help mom or 
dad in the kitchen. Cooking 
together also gives you some 
quality time together and helps 
the kids learn a skill they will 
use all their lives. And don t 
forget to praise the food they 


helped with. 
12. Limit, visits to fast food 
restaurants. Traditional

Consumers Unable To Identify Side Effects Of Popular Pain Relievers 


(NAPS)—A surprising-major- 
ity (68 percent) of adult, over- 
the-counter analgesic users 
were unable to-identify poten- 
tially serious side effects asso- 
ciated with acetaminophen, the 
active ingredient in © the 
nation’s top-sellifig pain reliev- 
er Tylenol, according.to.a new. 
survey. 

In contrast, a majority (62 
percent) of survey respondents 
were able to identify stomach 
upset as a possible side effect 
associated with aspirin. 

Opinion Research 
‘Corporation surveyed 755 
adult analgesic users in mid- 
October 1997. By coincidence, 
the sürvey was fielded just one 
week following a widely publi- 
cized study in the Oct. 16 issue 
of the New England Journal of 
Medicine, which drew attention 
,to possible 
related side effects. That study 

‚ found 40 percent of patients 
with acute liver failure in an 
urban county hospital had 
overdosed on acetaminophen. 
It also found that mortality 
from liver failure due to aceta- 
minophen overdose was higher 
iff those who chronically 
abused alcohol. 

“Despite such recent news, 
most .cónsumers are still 
unaware of a link between

ty" says Dr. Martin. Black of 
Temple University.

tially. serious interactions 
between alcohol and some pain 
relivers. 

“People with questions about 
how pain relievers should be 
used—especially in conjunction 
with drinking—need to consult 
their doctors or pharmacists,” 
says Dr. Black. “And: con- 
sumers need to be sure to read 
all product labels carefully.” 

Survey Points To Need For 
Further Consumer Education 

The survey results illustrate 
that consumers require more 
education about their over-the- 
counter pain relievers, espe- 
cially those who use’ non- 
aspirin ingredients such as 
acet&minophen. 

The knowledge gap between 
what people know about 
aspirin and what they don't 
know about other pain reliev- 
ers might be attributed to sey- 
eral factors.

The Florida Water Wise

Conservation Month. With 
more than 100 volunteer mem- 
bers representing industries, 

“organizations and government 
agencies, the Florida Water 
Wise Council strives to 
increase cooperation among 
diverse water use interests, 

‚ „including members of the agri- 
cultural community, {һе 
plumbing industry, utilit 
developers, erivironmentalist: 
manufacturers, contractor: 
éducators and regulatory offi- 
cials. 

“Residential, commercial, 
agricultural and industrial 
water users have so many ways 

¿ito save water that it's almost 
| effortless,” said Ron Hamel, 
i council president and general 

manager of LaBelle based Gulf 
Citrus Growers’ Association. 
“For example, fixing a leaking 

' faucet, dripping at the rate of 
‘one drop per second; can save 
up to 2,700 gallons of water per 

, o Year. Taking shorter showers 
» and installing an ultra-low- 

flow shower head also can save 
water indoors." 

Outdoors, xeriscape land- 
scaping, which consists of 

,drought-tolerant and site- 
appropriate trees and plants, 
can reduce outdoor water con- 
sumption by as much as 80 per- 


cent. The efficient use of lawn 
sprinklers can also help con- 
serve water. "To save water, cit- 
rus growers have converted to 
micro-jet irrigation systems, 
instead of the large, inefficient. 
overhead spray guns used in 
the past, Hamel said. "This 
has resulted in the: dramatic 
increase of water savings in 
agriculture, from 40 percent 
efficiency to B5 percent. Every 
business, every industry and 
every homeowner cam make a 
difference when it comes to 
conserving such a vital natural 
resource." 

Sam Poole, Executive 
Director of the South Florida 
Water Management District, 
describes the importance of 
Water Conservation Month this 
way, “An extremely important 
element in our agency's mission 
is our responsibility to conserve 
and develop the region’s water 
supply. It’s everyone’s responsi- 
bility to apply what we learn

good sense óf direction are all 
that is required. 

If you understand just a little 
about Florida's weather pat- 
terns, you don't need a meteo- 
rologist to know when the rain 
is coming. That wet finger, 
along with telling the differ- 
ence between north, south, east 
and west, can help you predict 
our next thunderstorm. 

Especially during the rainy 
season. From May through 
October, south Florida receives 
about 70 percent of our annual 
rainfall. Just about every sum- 
mer day features a’ shower or a 

*thunderstorm somewhere in 
the Sunshine State. 

Most of that rain, particular- 
ly the afternoon thunder- 
storms, originates with some- 
thing called the sea breeze. 
During the wet season, the sea 
breeze dominates the ebb and 
flow of Florida’s weather pat- 
terns. 

The sea breeze is created by 
temperature differences 
between the ocean and the 
land. As the land heats up dur- 
ing the day, cooler air moves in 
from the Atlantic Ocean or the 
Gulf of Mexico, producing a 
low-level weather boundary, 
similar to a weak cold front. 

That boundary forms into a 


СЫ] You can predi 


line of showers and thunder- 
storms that develop over ‘the 
central part of the peninsula. 
These are the famous “inland 
storms” we hear mentioned fre- 
quently in télevision weather 
reports. 

But, those “inland storms” 
usually don’t remain over the 
inland areas very long. Shortly 
after they form, the showers 
begin marching toward the 
east or west coast. The direc- 
tion of movement is determined 
by winds at the surface as weil 
as higher altitudes. 

This is where that wet finger 
and a good sense of direction 
can come in handy. If you know 
which way the wind is blowing, 
you can predict that next thun- 
derstorm. * 

A weak east or southeast 
wind, for example, means a 
quiet afternoon along the east 
coast of Florida’: The sea breeze 
will usually begin pushing 
inland by late morning, form- 
ing thunderstorms by early 
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ct the weather, too 


afterhoon. But, thanks to that 
light east wind, the storms will 
.bé moving toward Lake 
Okeechobee, assuring a beauti- - 
. ful, sunny afternoon for the 
east coast. ^ 

A west or southwest wind, on 
the other hand, means trouble. 
Westerly winds, combined with 
an unstable atmosphere, create 
the highest probability of a 
stormy afternoon along the 
east coast. 

Typically, the. west coast sea . 
breeze becomes quite active by 
late morning or early after- 
noon. The westerly winds push 
the sea breeze east, producing 
an afternoon and early evening 
of showers and thunderstorms. 

A northeast wind generally 
brings the least chance of a 
thunderstorm for the east coast 
of Florida. Typically, the north- 
easterly flow is relatively 
strong and dry, which leads to 
the rapid inland movement of 
the sea breeze. Thunderstorms 
or shower development is often 
delayed, occurring on the west 
side of the peninsula. 

Forecasting the sea breeze 
can be difficult. Yet, in most 
cases, by following the direc- 
tion of the wind, you'll have a 
pretty good idea if it's going to 

*rain this afternoon.
